AFTER all the waiting, the 
new-look £60 million County 
Square shopping centre 
opens its doors tomorrow - 
transforming the town into a 
major shopping destination. 

The eagerly-anticipated extension 
to the popular town centre complex 
will double its size and breathe new 
life into the very heart of the town. 

Running just a week late - with the 
delay blamed on bad weather conditions 
this winter - the centre is anchored by 
a massive three-storey Debenhams 
store which has created 150 jobs alone. 

Other new outlets opening for busi-

ness for the first time on Thursday 
will include fashion giants Next, 
H&M, River Island, New Look and 
Jane Norman. 

And more big names are promised 
as centre chiefs continue negotiations 
to fill the remaining new units. 

Commercial manager at County 
Square, Frances Burt, said: “We are in 
talks with a lot of people, and the 
negotiations are going extremely well. 
But until we actually put pen to paper 
we can’t reveal who they are. But they 
will be familiar names.” 

Jo James from the Invicta Chamber 


of Commerce, which represents local 
businesses, believes the expanded 
centre will finally see the town deliv¬ 
ering on its promises to be a genuine 
shopping destination. 

She said: “This is great news for the 
town. It is what we have needed for a 
long time. I think it is positive for the 
whole of Ashford, whether it is its busi¬ 
nesses or its residents. It now means 
the town has a lot more to offer people. 

“This will revive the town centre 
and encourage people from Ashford 
and further afield to come back into 
the town. The fact that we have a 
much better shopping area also 
encourages other businesses that are

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Villagers to 
fight lorry 
park plans

MORE than 100 angry 
villagers in Sellindge gath¬ 
ered on Monday to discuss 
battle plans to fight propos¬ 
als for a 70-hectare lorry 
park to ease the problem of 
Operation Stack. 

As exclusively revealed in last 
week’s Yourashford, a rural site 
between junctions ten and 11 of the 
M20 - on land bordering Sellindge, 
Smeeth and Aldington has been ear¬ 
marked for a 3,000-strong lorry park. 

The site, which will cost £40m, will 
ease the problems caused on the 
motorway when Operation Stack is 
phased in, while providing a perma¬ 
nent lorry park for 500 trucks. 

But villagers are furious at the 
proposals and say they intend to 
fight the plans, which they say will 
blight their homes and way of life. 

Shocked 

Although identified as Kent County 
Council’s ‘preferred site’, planning 
permission, funding and the acquisi¬ 
tion of the land all stands in the way 
of it getting the green light - with the 
park unlikely to be ready for business 
until 2010 at the earliest. 

At Monday night’s meeting at the 
village sport and social club, chair¬ 
man and local resident Ronald Lello 
said the entire community had been 
shocked by the news of the lorry 
park’s proximity. 

He said: “At the moment we are all 
getting to grips with what is happen¬ 
ing to the village at this time.” 

Not only does the village have the 
prospect of fighting the lorry park, 
but also plans for a massive recycling 
plant opposite the Airport Cafe. 

The meeting began with an 
address by Sean Furey from the

Campaign to Protect Rural 
England, who said that the lorry 
park was not the solution to Kent’s 
transport problems. 

He said: “The problem is that the 
growth of lorry traffic is growing 
faster than it can keep up with. Once 
this park is full we will have to look 
for another site and then another.” 

David Plumstead, who has cam¬ 
paigned against other road and 
waste issues in the past, said the vil¬ 
lagers should consider non-violent 
direct action to protest against the 
lorry park and the recycling plant. 

Ashford council has said it will con¬ 
sult with local people before there is 
any prospect of the park going ahead. 

Villagers in Sellindge now plan to 
set up a co-ordinated campaign 
against both the lorry park and the 
waste plant. Proposals include set¬ 
ting up a website, establishing a peti¬ 
tion and the creation of a fighting 
fund.

The County Square development is 
part of a massive £600m which is 
being invested in the town due to its 
growth area status. 

And with plans afoot to persuade 
other retailers in the town to open on 
Sundays, it is hoped millions of addi¬ 
tional pounds will start to flow into 
the local economy as people opt to 
shop in town rather than travelling to 
nearby Canterbury or Maidstone. 

In order to accommodate the extra 
shoppers due to flood into the town, a 
free shuttle bus service will operate 
during peak shopping periods, 
between the temporary car park in 
Dover Place and the Stour Centre. 

The centre has also added 220 
extra spaces to its car park, bringing 
the total to 600 - all of which will be 
available from tomorrow. 

Thursday’s opening of the new com¬ 
plex will be followed by a glitzy official 
ceremony on April 26, when entertain¬ 
ment and family fun events will be 
laid on to draw attention to the shop¬ 
ping experience now on our doorstep.

Pizza place topping 
is burnt in big blaze 



FIRE DAMAGE: Pizza Express should be back serving up food for hungry customers by the weekend, say management

PIZZA Express chiefs say they 
expect to be welcoming diners again 
within days - despite a blaze rip¬ 
ping through the restaurant’s roof 
on Sunday morning. 

More than 40 firefighters tackled the inferno 
which started in flats above the restaurant in 
North Street at around 7am. 

As fire and police experts probe the debris to 
discover the cause of the fire, the restaurant 
says it expects to be back in business by the 
weekend. 

A spokeswoman for the popular chain, 
Harriet Harrison, said: “The fire caused some 
damage to the rear of the building and the roof, 
but the customer areas were unaffected. 

“The restaurant will be closed for a few days 
but should reopen before the weekend. The 
cause of the fire is still under investigation.” 

At the fire’s peak, neighbouring flats were 
evacuated and several surrounding roads were 
closed to prevent the blaze spreading to nearby 
properties. 

No-one was injured during the drama which 
took place through much of Sunday as emer¬ 
gency services battled to bring the fire under 
control. 

A fire brigade spokesman said: “We were 
called to the incident at 7.10am. When fire 
fighters arrived at the scene the roof and the 
second floor was well alight. 

“Seven fire engines attended the scene. 
Firefighters used breathing apparatus to carry 
out a full search of the building but everyone 
was accounted for.” 

The building has suffered substantial dam¬ 


age in the fire. A quarter of the roof has been 
damaged by smoke and water, along with some 
of the two floors below. 

The fire was contained to the restaurant 
building and by 3pm the operation was being 
scaled down. 

The firefighters’ spokesman said: “Efforts 
made by fire crews managed to prevent the fire 
spreading further. 


“This was the reason so many resources were 
sent to the scene.” 

The firefighters cut away part of the roof to 
allow ventilation to get into the building. 

The spokesman added: “This was to prevent 
lateral fire spread. 

“A lot of cutting away of the roof structure 
was needed to prevent it spreading any 
further.” 


Medical centre 
given all clear 

PLANS for a multi-million pound med¬ 
ical centre on the Eureka Business Park 
have jumped the first hurdle. 

Council planners gave outline plans 
for the £50 milli on ‘centre of clinical 
excellence’ the thumbs up - but say traf¬ 
fic issues must be resolved. 

Concerns have been raised over the 
amount of traffic using junction nine of 
the M20 for the building, which, as 
reported in Yourashford last week, 
would boast 36 in-patient bedrooms, four 
operating theatres and create 150 jobs. 

Ashford council also wants to negotiate 
with the developer over contributions 
towards community facilities. 

Though privately funded and operat¬ 
ed, the clinic could also provide addition¬ 
al diagnostics and elective surgical 
capacity for NHS-funded patients. 

Cllr John Kemp, portfolio holder for 
planning and development, said: “This 
centre will help meet the needs of an 
expanding population by providing addi¬ 
tional capacity which the NHS can 
utilise to supplement existing medical 
facilities.”

Vaccinate all 
your livestock, 
farmers told 


High-tech swoop 
proves expensive 
for one motorist 


BLUETONGUE still poses a sig¬ 
nificant threat to farming busi¬ 
nesses in the borough according to 
the National Farmers’ Union new 
chairman for Kent. 

Kevin Attwood, who has a farm 
near Doddington, says farmers need 
to protect their animals against the 
disease as soon as they can. 

Mr Attwood said: “This virus has 
the potential to devastate the 
sheep sector and cause severe 
impacts on cattle enterprises. 

“The NFU is urging all livestock 
keepers, large and small, to contact 
their vet and express an interest in 
buying vaccine now. 

“Our advice come May will be 
‘don’t hesitate, vaccinate’. We have 
an opportunity to protect our live¬ 
stock and we won’t be deliberating 
- healthy livestock are essential to 
a farmer’s livelihood - and we’d like 
to see 100 per cent uptake of vac¬ 
cine for the vaccination programme 
to be effective.” 

One of the first cases of the dis¬ 
ease was found at a sheep farm in 
Boughton Aluph last year. 

The disease is passed from ani¬ 
mal to animal by midges. 

It had been hoped that a severe 
winter might kill off many of the 
insects but so far temperatures 
have not dropped low enough. 


A CRACKDOWN on law-breaking 
motorists in Tenterden delivered one 
remarkable catch - a motorist who 
was forced to cough-up £1,300 in out¬ 
standing debts. 

He was captured by the latest 
high-tech licence plate recognition 
system as police, the council, the 
DVLA and the Department of Work 
and Pensions blitzed motorists flout¬ 
ing the law. 

And after his previous fines were 
presented to him - he paid up there 
and then. 

Operation Solar, which took place 
on Friday, March 7, on the A28 
between Bethersden and High 
Halden, hauled in a number of driv¬ 
ers to face the music. 

Remarkably, out of all the cars 
stopped, officers discovered traces of 
illegal drugs in 22 of the vehicles. 

Six vehicles were seized, four hav¬ 
ing no insurance. One person was 
arrested for driving a stolen car and 
possession of drugs. 


Two were arrested for possessing 
stolen lead and numerous tickets 
were issued for defects on vehicles. 

Police ran the operation by using a 
van equipped with automatic num¬ 
ber plate recognition devices 
deployed at strategic locations on the 
A28. 

Ashford council joined in on the act 
too - issuing two £300 fines for car¬ 
rying waste without a licence. 

Police found traces of drugs on 22 
of the vehicles by taking swabs of the 
cars in a system called Ion Track 
drug testing. 

Sgt Rachel Lovell said: “The day 
was very productive. 

‘We have sent out a strong mes¬ 
sage to members of the public who 
commit crime and vehicle offences, 
via the high profile policing and sub¬ 
sequent results, that such criminali¬ 
ty will not be tolerated.”

THE problems of finding a dentist 
in the town have been eased thanks 
to a new dental suite due to open 
later this month. 

To be housed in the St Stephens Health 
Centre in Stanhope, the suite is set to provide 
cover for an additional 1,800 patients. 

The news comes as a welcome relief for those 
looking to sign up to an NHS dentist after we 
revealed in January an emerging crisis in den¬ 
tists taking on new patients. 

But it is hoped the new state-of-the-art facili¬ 
ty will take up much of the capacity that is 
required for the town. 

NHS spokesman Gary Mcfegan said: “The 
Eastern and Coastal Kent Primary Care Trust 
has been investing more money in local dental 
services and is pleased that the practice at St 
Stephens is able to take on some of that capac¬ 
ity, providing cover for an estimated 1,800 extra 
patients.” 

The new dental suite is run by the practice 
Beaconsfield Dental Services which offers both 
private and NHS treatment. It is expected the 
new suite will draw patients not only from 
Ashford but surrounding areas. 

The practice will also have a few places for 
emergency cases that are referred to it. 

Wole Adeloye from Beaconsfield Dental 
Services said: “Stanhope is an area that needs 
good dental services. We need to get people to 
accept dental treatment as part of their every¬ 
day health rather than just treating them 
when pain occurs. 

‘Without the NHS money, running a practice 
there would not be economically viable. Part of 


our work not only involves treating patients 
but also trying to raise awareness about dental 
health in the community.” 

Mr Adeloye says patients can expect treat¬ 
ment from the latest equipment such as digital 
X-ray machines and full jaw X-rays. 

He said: “When we started our practice at the 
health centre a little over 12 months ago, we 
had a waiting time of four months for NHS 
patients. That is now down to two weeks.” 

The shortage of NHS places at dentists up 


and down the country has been a recurring 
problem in recent years, as the cost implica¬ 
tions have seen more and more dental practices 
opting instead only to handle private work. 
Even then, spaces have been limited. 

Anyone who is interested in registering with 
this dental practice or needs a dentist in the 
Ashford locality should call the NHS Primary 
Care Trust on 0800 085 6606 where they can 
obtain details of all NHS dentists in the 
Eastern and Coastal Kent PCT area.

'ID cards won't stop 
illegal immigration 
problem in the UK' 


DAMIAN Green has taken anoth¬ 
er swipe at the Government’s con¬ 
troversial plans to introduce iden¬ 
tity cards. 

The local Conservative MP, speaking in the 
latest of a series of exclusive video interviews 
with Yourashford - and available to see, in 
full, via our free online broadband TV chan¬ 
nel www.yourkenttv.co.uk - believes the 
cards will not tackle the problem of illegal 
immigration. 

He said: “The ID scheme is an expensive 
waste of money that will not stop people who 
are trying to get into the country illegally 
such as those stowing away in the backs of 
lorries.” 

The MP says the best way to stop people 
getting into the country is through better 
policing than spending the estimated £20bil- 
lion on the ID card scheme. 

He said: “I think a much more cost-effective 
way of dealing with illegal immigration 
would be to spend the money on bringing 
together the police, the immigration service 
and customs. There are many objections to 
ID cards anyway when it comes to giving

over all our information to a government 
that is well known for losing it. 

“People are attracted to the UK because we 
still have a relatively unregulated economy 
compared to France and Germany. It is seen 
as a country that is easy to get into and once 
you have groups of people here then word 
spreads back to their country of origin.” 

The MP’s opposition to the introduction of 
ID cards was supported by James Pellat- 
Shand who runs the Canterbury branch of 
the campaign group No2ID. 

He said: “All the ID card will do is drive ille¬ 
gal immigrants underground and make 
them even more marginalised than they are 
already.” 

Mr Pellat-Shand is urging those opposed to 
the introduction of ID cards in the town to 
now join forces and set up an Ashford branch 
of the No2ID group. 

He said: “We already have groups in Dover, 
Thanet and Folkestone and we would wel¬ 
come anyone who wants to start a group in 
Ashford themselves. We would give them all 
the help and support that we can.”

Stanhope project is 
nominated for top 
collaboration award 

THE redevelopment of Stanhope has been 
shortlisted for a major prize. 

The annual Private Finance Initiative 
Awards celebrate outstanding collaboration 
between the private and public sector. 

The £200 million Stanhope project signed 
between Ashford council and the Chrysalis 
Consortium last April has been included in the 
best community involvement category. 

Cllr Peter Wood, portfolio holder for housing, 
said: “From the beginning, the council put in 
place structures that would ensure the commu¬ 
nity had a leading role in every decision taken 
on its behalf. That relationship not only fos¬ 
tered a wider sense of‘buy-in’ but, importantly, 
enabled the council to present a project brief to 
private sector bidders which was shaped, 
endorsed and driven by the community.” 

The project will replace nine unpopular 
blocks of flats with more than 400 quality new 
homes. There will also be a new retail centre 
and other improvements to the area. 

So far 85 of the 323 council-owned homes 
have been refurbished and construction is 
under way on four of the ten development sites. 

The awards ceremony will take place at 
London’s Grosvenor House Hotel on Tuesday, 
April 29. 

Mr Wood added: “To be shortlisted for this 
award is a superb achievement in itself and 
just reward for a lot of hard work. Here’s hop¬ 
ing we can go one better on the night.”

How did you get involved with Ashford council? 

I was first elected as councillor for Mersham, 
Smeeth and Sevington in May 1999. 


Q What techniques does the council use to detect benefit 
fraud? 

A About half the cases we investigate are 
detected through data-checking. We share 
information with a vast range of organisations - 
such as the Department For Work and Pensions, 
Inland Revenue and Kent County Council - and 
run regular data-matching services. If someone 
is claiming housing or council tax benefit the 
data search might reveal they are earning 
money which they have not declared to us. 

The other half come from information from 
members of the public - tip-offs about col¬ 
leagues or neighbours who appear to be claim¬ 
ing what they are not entitled to. 


What do you see as the role of benefit fraud investiga¬ 
tion in the community? What do you hope to achieve?

A Our team plays a vital role in tracking 
down, prosecuting and exposing people who 
are cheating the community by fraudulently 
claiming benefits. Benefit fraud is not a victim¬ 
less crime. Every penny dishonestly claimed is 
money we ought to be spending on improving 
the borough for residents and visitors. 

As well as clawing back the money - fraud¬ 
sters are made to pay back every penny as 
well as face fines and the prospect of a prison 
sentence - our work sends out a loud and clear 
message that we will not tolerate cheats. 

We want housing and council tax benefits to 
go to the people who genuinely need it, so we 
can spend the rest of our tight budget on deliv¬ 
ering vital public services. 

Q How is our Your Money, Your Loss Campaign helping you 
achieve that? 

A Since the start of the campaign we’ve seen 
a big increase in the amount of public tip- 
offs we are receiving thanks to the extra pub¬ 
licity and that’s fantastic. The campaign rein¬ 
forces the fact that all honest, hard-working 
people are losing out thanks to a greedy minor¬ 
ity of fraudsters. I am very grateful for the help 


that the campaign has given us. It also high¬ 
lights the potentially very serious punish¬ 
ments handed out by courts for benefit fraud. 

Q Ashford is a transport link to Europe. Do you feel more 
European? 

A Being able to travel to Europe does not 
automatically mean we should feel more 
European. Europe remains remote and 
detached from most people’s day-to-day lives. 
It is important that we continue to be part of 
Europe so that we can exploit the opportuni¬ 
ties that it offers but we should not integrate 
for the sake of doing so.

Thousands travel to 
Kent leisure show

MORE than 3,000 visitors attended 
the first Kent Travel and Leisure 
Show at the weekend, for what 
organisers are calling ‘a phenome¬ 
nal, successful event’.

Join campaign to 
get Kent a network 

ORGANISERS of a group on popular 
social networking website Facebook say 
users in the county are being ‘ignored’ by 
the site’s chiefs. 

Despite now having close to 30,000 
members backing a call for users to be 
registered as living in Kent - and not 
London - Facebook chiefs are refusing to 
bow to public pressure. 

The internet phenomena - which 
allows online “friends” to share mes¬ 
sages, videos, music and messages - has 
a number of networks to which anyone 
who registers interest can be connected. 

These include sites for different areas 
of the UK, and all major cities worldwide 
- such as New York, Sydney or Paris - 
have their own site. Such networks have 
become one of the current most popular 
ways of conveying information about 
upcoming events, as well as communi¬ 
cating breaking news. 

But local users have remained frus¬ 
trated that there remains no move to set 
up a dedicated Kent network. 

Our sister paper, the Kentish Saturday 
Observer, first highlighted the problem 
last year. It prompted a flurry of media 
interest in the site and as the popularity 
of Facebook has grown so has the size of 
the group wanting action. 

Stuart Baker is one Facebook user 
campaigning for a Kent network: “A 
while ago you featured a group who 
wanted a network for Kent... since your 
article the group has swollen to over 
28,000 members and still we’re ignored. 
Liverpool had a smaller group, but 
threatened to close all their accounts. 
They got a network within a week.” 

Such is the strength of feeling, there 
are now a handful of similar groups, all 
calling for a change in status. 

The Facebook site calling for the coun¬ 
ty network appears with the following 
statement: “For some reason every other 
little village has a network and yet we 
have to bunk up with the London crowd. 
This is fine but... I’m not from London. 
I’m from Kent!”

it's down 

to all of us

TACKLING healthcare-associated infections and 
improving cleanliness in hospitals is a top priority for 
the Government and NHS, and we recognise that this is a 
key concern for the people of Kent. Patients have a right 
to clean and safe care wherever and whenever they are 
treated by the NHS. 

Healthcare-associated infections are everyone’s 
responsibility, from the chief executive, to the cleaner, to 
the clinician, to the public and to me. We all have our part 
to play in helping to prevent infections and treating them 
effectively if they do occur. 

We published Clean, Safe Care: Reducing Infections And 
Saving Lives in January, which sets out the range of actions 
that are being taken across England to ensure we continue 
to make progress in tackling infections and improving 
cleanliness. 

The rates of MRSA bloodstream infections have reduced 
significantly and we are currently on track to hit the 
challenging target of halving the number of cases by April 
2008 from 2004 levels. 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust is playing 
its part in this. I know that, since the trust prioritised 
infection prevention and control, it has driven down MRSA 
rates so that the trust is now the second-best-performing 
acute trust in the region. 

We are beginning to see reductions in Clostridium 
difficile, with the latest statistics for the most vulnerable 65- 
and-over age group from the independent Health Protection 
Agency showing a reduction of 16 per cent against the same 
period last year. 

After the tragic events of2005 and the damning 
conclusions of the Healthcare Commission, I wanted to see 
and hear for myself, first-hand, how things had changed. 

That is why I visited Maidstone Hospital, in November, to 
talk to staff, patients and some relatives of those who died. 

I have also exchanged correspondence with Tony 
Charlton, one of the many local campaigners who is quite 
rightly holding everyone to account to ensure that hospital 
hygiene remains a top priority from the ward to the board 
and up to Whitehall. 

During my visit, I was reassured by the scale of change - 
but none of us can afford to become complacent. We can only 
make the strides that are needed if we work together on this. 

As I have already said, everyone has a role to play and 
I am, therefore, extremely pleased to see KOS Media’s 
newspapers and the local NHS working in partnership to 
raise awareness of the actions that can be taken, such as 
good hand hygiene, to stop the spread of infections. I wish 
you every success in the campaign.

KCC's top earners 
will remain secret 

COUNTY Hall is refusing to reveal the 
names of its 16 civil servants who earn 
more than £100,000 a year - because it 
says it would infringe their human rights. 

A request for their names by the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance pressure group has 
been turned down by Kent County 
Council chief executive Peter Gilroy. 

Mr Gilroy has said that he was nearly 
physically assaulted in a restaurant by a 
member of the public angry about the fact 
he has the biggest salary of any council 
official in England - around £230,000. 

Cllr Alex King, deputy leader of KCC, 
said: “The county council has taken fur¬ 
ther advice from the director of law and 
governance. 

“His advice is that this involves strik¬ 
ing the right balance between trans¬ 
parency and accountability. On the one 
hand you have individual human rights, 
and data protection. On the other is the 
position that we have previously taken 
to withhold the identity of individual 
officers is entirely justified in the circum¬ 
stances and should be maintained.” 

Study hits out at 
Darling's Budget 

THE people of Kent feel the Government 
does not reward hard-working individu¬ 
als enough. 

Hundreds of residents were polled by 
market research company Local Opinion 
for their reaction to Chancellor Alistair 
Darling’s first Budget. 

The majority questioned thought 
the Budget would hit single-working 
people the hardest - making it expensive 
to live on your own. 

The poll also found that a third of those 
living in the county felt the Budget 
would be unhelpful for the UK economy. 

Forty-two per cent argued that Mr 
Darling should concentrate on building 
up reserves to guard against a slow¬ 
down of the economy and more than a 
third wanted a decrease in income tax.

TOM SHAW 

The manager of the 
new Marfells of 
Kent greengrocers 
in the Upper High 
Street, discusses his 
business and life in 
the town 



How long have you lived in the town? 

I was born in the William Harvey Hospital, so I have lived 
around here all my life. 

The shop seems slightly different from a 
normal greengrocers, why is that? 

We like to think of ourselves as a farm shop on the High 
Street. We source as much of our produce from Kent as we 
can. We not only sell fruit and veg, we sell organic meat too. 
We bake our own bread and sell coffee, soup and sandwich¬ 
es that we have made ourselves. We used to have a green¬ 
grocers shop down near Wilkinsons. We then opened a shop 
in Folkestone that was a big success, so we thought why not 
try it in Ashford? As the weeks have gone by we have just 
got busier and busier and we have not really advertised that 
much as well. It is mainly through word of mouth. We also 
supply food to a lot of local organisations. 

How did you get involved in the shop? 

The shops are owned by two brothers Mark and Stuart 
Finnis. I have been working for them for about ten years. 
It started out as a Saturday job and I have gradually 
worked my way up. 

What else is happening in the shop? 

In the next week or so we are going to start an exotic 
range of fruit and veg. There are a lot of Gurkhas who live 
in the town who say they have trouble finding the sort of 
fruit and veg they want to use in their cooking. So we are 
doing this to hopefully meet their needs. 

What about your home life? 

I have just become a new dad. I have a nine week old son. 
It was a shock at first but it's the best thing that could ever 
happen.

THE legacy of world-famous 
opera singer Luciano Pava¬ 
rotti is celebrated in an emo¬ 
tional new production.

Childhood 

Pavarotti was bom on the out¬ 
skirts of Modena in Italy, the son 
of a baker and a cigarette fac¬ 
tory worker. He had a poor but 
happy childhood and his father 
was reported to be a strong, if 
shy, singer. 

World War Two forced them 
out of the city and into country 
lodgings, which led to the boy 
developing an interest in farm¬ 
ing. 

He also seriously considered a 
career as a professional footballer, 
though his mother convinced him 
to train as a teacher. But he had 
been heavily influenced by 
singers such as Giuseppe Di 
Stefano and Mario Lanza 
and eventually he could not 
contain his desire to 
become a tenor. 

His father reluctantly

agreed to allow the move and he 
stmck a deal with his son - Pavarotti 
would receive free board and lodging 
until he was 30, but if he failed to 
succeed by then he would have to 
return to a normal living. 

He began studying music seriously 
at the age of 19 in 1954 and found he 
had a remarkable natural talent. But 
the first six years were not particu¬ 
larly successful and when he devel¬ 
oped a nodule on his vocal cords he 
decided to give up on his dream. 

However, this blow proved to be the 
turning point, as the release from 
stress seemed to not only banish the 
nodule but also improve his voice. 

He gradually achieved his coveted 
success, singing all over the world 
and becoming a huge star in the 
opera world. But it was his perform¬ 
ance of Nessun Dorma during the 
1990 World Cup that made him a 
household name, bringing opera to 
football fans. 

Over the decades he won a 
Grammy Legend Award, performed 
to crowds as big as 300,000, set world 
records and carried out many 
humanitarian projects. He died of 
pancreatic cancer in September 2007.

Festival to field a great 
mix of musical talent

THE RECIPE for a top summer 
festival is based on only two staple 
ingredients - a big field and live 
bands. 

Organisers behind the Canterbury-based 
Lounge on the Farm three-dayer have taken 
these bread and butter basics and added a 
number of mouth-watering extras, the equiva¬ 
lent of half a dozen ‘cherries on top’. 

Take for example the bands already booked 
to play at the third annual event: eclectic rock 
‘n’ rollers Art Brut, indie up-and-comers Black 
Kids and former Dexy’s Midnight Runners 
frontman Kevin Rowland have already put 
pen to paper. 

Just to clarify, that’s Kevin Rowland, the 
voice behind wedding/end of disco classics 
Come on Eileen and Geno, to name but two 
classic Dexy’s tracks. 

Add a plethora of Kent-based bands such as 
Underground Heroes; Wild Billy Childish and 
the Musicians of the British Empire; Pete 
Molinari; Kitty, Daisy and Lewis; and Holly 
Golightly and the Broke Off to the line-up and 
the festival is already at risk of bubbling over. 

But there’s more. LOTF 2008 will boast its 
own cider, brewed locally at Pawley Farm, 
which has been busy fermenting in aged oak 
barrels for the past two years. 

So we have top bands, a top venue in Merton 
Farm and specially-brewed alcohol to help 
keep temperatures down in the soaring sum¬ 
mer sunshine. 

A spokesman for LOTF said: “Kent’s coolest 
festival returns for its third outing in July and 
it’s even bigger and bolder than before with 



increased capacity and new stages. 

“Last year’s event established LOTF as a 
heavyweight festival with a uniquely local 
twist and 2008 is set to take the extravaganza 
to the next level.

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Murder most horrid

AS WE finished dinner a woman 
staggered down the hotel staircase 
calling for help and vainly tried to 
remove the kitchen knife lodged 
firmly in her back. 

The clues were already slotting into place on 
another typical night of high drama on a Joy 
Swift Original Murder Weekend. 

Joy organised her first weekend in 1981 and 
since then has built up a business which 
earned her an MBE for services to tourism in 
2001. 

Surrounding herself with a group of actors, 
Joy’s winning formula is to keep the weekend 
as realistic and contemporary as possible. 

Until the detective completes his summing- 
up at noon on Sunday, guests must believe 
these characters are real people with credible 
motives for behaving the way they do. 

Joy hosts weekends exclusively with 
Mercure Hotels, including the White Hart in 
Salisbury. 

This elegant classical 17th century building, 
directly opposite Salisbury Cathedral, is per¬ 
fectly placed to explore the city’s shops. 

The theme for our weekend - Brave Hearts 
- was slotting into place nicely over the wel¬ 
come drinks. Joy was acting too, her character 
Ali swiftly establishing herself as a bitter,

rude, suicidal drunk, either moaning about 
her life or arguing with fellow guests. 

On our table sat a character called Tim, a 
man of 32 with the mental age of a 15-year-old 
boy due to a freak accident years earlier, who 
was left in tears after one confrontation with 
Ali. By the end of the evening she had been 
clubbed to death with a bottle. 

The next morning we used our free time to 
explore Salisbury. Our first stop the cathedral, 
a magnificent early English Gothic structure 
built in the 13th century with the tallest spire 
in the UK at 404ft. 

The most famous item in the cathedral is 
one of the four original copies of the Magna 
Carta, the charter signed by King John at 


Runnymede in 1215. This milestone in British 
history placed constitutional restraints on 
both monarchy and state. 

We found time too to explore the splendours 
of Stonehenge, over 4,000 years old and the 
crowning glory of the New Stone Age in 
Britain, which still looks awesome today. 

Five stone archways are set in a V and inside 
sits a horseshoe pattern of 19 bluestones, 
brought all the way from Wales. Surrounding 
this centre-piece are two circles of stones, all 
aligned with an axis pointing to Midsummer 
sunrise on the longest day of the year. 

Saturday’s lunch was followed by an after¬ 
noon of games back at the hotel - and if any¬ 
one feared their sleuthing wasn’t up to Miss 
Marple’s standard, they could chase prizes in 
the music quiz, the bingo or wordsearch 
games. 

Then it was back to our detective work, 
because soon afterwards there was a second 
murder and a blazing row, revealing further 
clues and possible motives. 

Attracting singles, couples, groups of friends 
and even hen parties, murder weekends work 
because they get people to talk to each other. 

Sunday’s denouement was an exciting affair, 
with the detective revealing whodunit, and 
why. I was right in thinking Tim was behind 
all the murders, but missed out on his motive. 

Joy’s brochure describes her Original 
Murder Weekends as “25 years of fun, laugh¬ 
ter and dastardly deeds”. 

Once you get the bug for sleuthing, you tend 
to go back for more.

“ME mam, me dad and me nan 
saw it last night. I was rather wor¬ 
ried because of all the swear words, 
but they loved it!” 

Jennifer Ellison is speaking about her 
second-ever movie outing as a hostage in The 
Cottage - and she had reason to worry about 
her family’s reaction to the film. 

But it’s not just her character’s fruity vocab¬ 
ulary that might have disturbed her innocent 
grandma in the comedy horror - it’s also the 
scene where she meets a sticky end at the 
hands of a deranged farmer. 

Surely they minded that bit? 

“No, they loved the film, thought it was 
great,” the Liverpudlian says breezily. 

Landing her first lead female film role, after 
a smaller part in 2004’s The Phantom Of The 
Opera, is a big deal for the former Brookside 
starlet, but she’s taking it all in her stride, 
insisting she wasn’t nervous about the project. 

“Not really, because everyone made me feel 
so welcome and at ease - it was just a pleas¬ 
ure,” the 24-year-old gushes. 

Jen plays Tracey, the daughter of a wealthy 
nightclub owner who is kidnapped by two 
brothers (Andy Serkis and Reece Shearsmith) 
and taken to a remote cottage. 

But if the kidnappers thought tracksuit and 
Ugg-boot-clad Tracey would be the model 
hostage, they were wrong. 

“She’s the ultimate bitch,” explains Jennifer. 
“She’s very nasty and just awful to be around. 
I’d hate to be in her company, but she’s a great 
character to play. She has some great one-liners, 
but I don’t think many people will like her!” 

As Tracey is bundled from the boot of a car, 
into the cottage and upstairs to a bedroom, she 
puts up a good fight and even manages to 
break a kidnapper’s nose. 

But Jennifer says she needed no training for

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the scrap. “It actually came naturally, which 
was rather worrying because my mum said she 
didn’t know I could punch like that,” she says. 

The film is a tale of two halves. Feisty Tracey 
manages to overcome Peter (Shearsmith) - the 
weaker of the two brothers - and forces him 
out of the cottage at knifepoint before leading 
him through a wood to a secluded farmhouse. 

And that’s where things turn really nasty, as 
the pair come face-to-face with a disfigured 
farmer who has a penchant for chopping up 
trespassers. 

Writer and director Paul Andrew Williams 
approached Jennifer about the role two years 
ago, but it wasn’t until last spring they finally 
got to make the film. 

“As soon as I read the script I just fell in love 
with Tracey. I was hoping [the film] would

come off because I just loved the part so much. 
She’s such a strong character and, obviously, to 
be playing the female lead in a film is great.” 

The Cottage takes place entirely under cover 
of darkness, so filming started at 8pm and 
would go on until 5am. 

After starring in the West End production of 
Chicago and again on tour last year, you’d 
think Jennifer would be used to such gruelling 
schedules, but apparently not. 

“It was really tiring,” she admits. ‘We had 
sleep deprivation, which would send people 
delirious and it was freezing. I was the only per¬ 
son who wasn’t wearing a jacket, so it was very, 
very, very, very challenging!”

Chancellor budgets 
for greener living 

A SERIES of eco-friendly moves were 
announced in chancellor Alistair 
Darling’s budget which are intended 
help households looking to go green. 

Energy companies will now be obliged 
- through the Carbon Emissions 
Reduction Target (CERT) - to give their 
customers superior deals for energy effi¬ 
ciency measures. 

Cavity wall insulation and loft insula¬ 
tion will also be made available to near¬ 
ly three million homes, along with more 
energy efficient appliances and light 
bulbs. 

Mr Darling also offered £26 million to 
the Green Home Service with the fur¬ 
ther aim of cutting bills for homeowners 
through a reduction in consumption. 

There were also ambitious plans for 
extended use of meters in domestic 
properties to offer incentives to reduce 
carbon consumption. 

The chancellor also unveiled a target 
to make all non-domestic and commer¬ 
cial property zero carbon by 2019 - in 
addition to earlier pledges to ensure all 
new-build homes were carbon neutral 
by 2016. 

Mortgage scheme 
is going for gold 

FOLLOWING last week’s budget, the 
proposal for Government backed so- 
called “gold standard” mortgages is still 
on the agenda. 

The chancellor confirmed a working 
group to investigate the feasibility of such 
a scheme would be established. 

The Government plans to launch a new 
system which will grade all mortgages, 
with the most secure given a gold stan¬ 
dard Kitemark. 

The scheme is intended to make it eas¬ 
ier for lenders to sell on mortgages to 
investors by providing them with greater 
reassurance about the quality of the 
loans they are signing up for. 

The new system is designed to re-open 
the market for wholesale mortgage 
financing. It is hoped that getting the 
wholesale money markets working again 
will provide banks with access to cheaper 
funding, which could result in lower 
mortgage rates for consumers. 

Government statistics show some £100 
billion worth of mortgages are funded by 
secondary borrowing (using funds from 
money markets rather than deposits), 
making up 30 per cent of the UK market. 


Price slump won't be 
so bad for us to bear

THE county’s property market is 
looking in better shape than else¬ 
where in the UK according to a 
recent survey from estate agents 
Cluttons. 

Good transport links to London and the 
south coast mean some areas of the county 
have been benefiting from price rises in recent 
years, but at a reasonable level. 

This suggests Kent is now in a position to 
emerge on a path of continued growth should 
prices see a blip as there has not been the huge 
rises seen elsewhere in the South East. 

“I think one of the advantages Kent might 
have in the next year or so is prices haven’t 
gone up quite as much - they haven’t been as 
crazy as in Guildford and places like that,” 
said James Best-Shaw, a Cluttons partner. 

“If there is a price adjustment you might see 
perhaps five per cent come off in Kent where¬ 
as you could see 20 per cent off elsewhere.” 

The consultancy also finds there is a ready¬ 
made market in the county waiting for good 
value properties to emerge. 

“In the mid-term this should ensure suffi¬ 
cient demand to prop up prices amid a wider 
slump. 

“There are so many people sitting in rented 
accommodation who are looking for houses for 
£500,000 upwards and they think they 
deserve a bargain,” explained Mr Best-Shaw. 

“If you offer them just a little bit of value 
they’ll come in very strongly because they 
don’t want to sit in rented forever, they want to 
get on with their fives.” 

While investors have customarily looked to 
the towns of Sevenoaks and Tunbridge Wells, 
these are perhaps not the best investments in 
the present climate. Prices have increased dra¬ 
matically in these towns and could now fall 
dramatically. 

In response Cluttons is urging to buyers to 
consider up-and-coming locations such as 
Ebbsfleet, only 20 miles from London and sur¬ 
rounded by countryside. 

Other recently identified property futures 
hotspots have been identified as Folkestone 
and Ramsgate - both are towns which seeing 
investment in infrastructure and due to bene¬

NISSAN PATHFINDER

RATHER like dragging a brickie 
off a building site and squeezing 
him into a tuxedo, Nissan has 
done the same with its rugged 
Navara 4x4 pick-up. 

The result is the budget seven-seat 4x4 
Pathfinder, a car that can wear that ambi¬ 
tious name and its new estate car suit, yet 
cannot quite hide the dirt under its 
fingernails. 

The Pathfinder should still find a way 
through rougher terrain, helped by a rugged 
four-wheel drive system, low ratio gear option 
and a robust separate chassis. 

However, it stumbles where it is likely to 
spend most of its life - the road. This is the 
legacy of a commercial 4x4 origin and a 
restraint on ambitions to challenge the dear¬ 
er Land Rover Discovery 3. 

However, the Pathfinder is relatively com¬ 
pact - shorter than a Vauxhall Vectra Estate 
and only slightly higher than a Chrysler 
Voyager MPV. 

The overall effect is quite elegant too, if that 


word can be applied in the SUV (sports utili¬ 
ty vehicle) class. 

Buyers laugh all the way to the bank too 
with prices from £23,995, even if the journey 
is less than smooth thanks to the Pathfinder’s 
habit of leaning into corners and being unset¬ 
tled by rougher surfaces. 

The Pathfinder line-up no longer offers a 
petrol engine, but the single 2.5 dCi turbod¬ 
iesel option is a good all-rounder and capable 
of averaging around 30mpg. 

It is fairly refined generally and relaxed on 
the motorway, although the sluggish five- 
speed automatic gearbox of our car didn’t 
do it any favours and the general driving 
experience is sapped by lifeless steering. 

Loading into the capacious rear is helped by a 
relatively low floor and a tailgate that splits to 
allow loading through the upper section if needed. 

Space for five in the main cabin area is 
excellent, though the two extra seats are real¬ 
ly only suitable for kids. 

Even basic trim levels are generous and 
cabin ambience is one of pleasant durability 
without flashiness, while reliability is virtual-

Small success but 
it's a man's world 


SMALL businesses based 
in Kent are among the 
most productive in the 
country. 

Almost half of small companies 
in Kent are producing new prod¬ 
ucts and services, according to 
the latest small business survey 
by the department for business, 
enterprise and regulatory reform. 

The survey for 2006 and 2007, 
which is the most comprehensive 
study into enterprise in Britain, 
shows that 65 per cent of Kent’s 
companies with fewer than 250 
employees have ambitions to 
grow over the next couple of 
years. 

And 83 per cent of Kent’s small 
business had no problems obtain¬ 
ing finance from the first source 
they tried, compared to the 
national figure of 75 per cent. 

But the results revealed that 
only 14 per cent of companies 
were led, or owned, by women. 

Announcing the results, busi¬ 
ness minister Shrita Vadera said 
the absence of female bosses was 
harming the economic well-being 
of the country. 

Challenge 

“Getting more women into busi¬ 
ness is a challenge, not just for 
gender equality but for national 
economic success. 

‘We would have 700,000 more 
businesses if proportionally as 
many British women as American 
women started businesses.” 

Caroline Chambers, manager of 
the Channel Chamber of 
Commerce, said child friendly

policies had made it possible for 
women to have a family and 
return to work without affecting 
their position, but female bosses 
did not have that luxury. 

“Their businesses would not 
stand the pressures of them being 
absent for up to a year whilst hav¬ 
ing a baby, and combined with the 
high cost of childcare this figure is 
not surprising.” 

Disappointing 

“Whilst women have managed 
to break through the glass ceiling 
of the corporate board room and 
are well represented in senior 
positions within the public sector, 
it is disappointing to see that only 
14 per cent of small businesses 
with employees are led by 
women.” 

Thirteen per cent of small busi¬ 
nesses also cited red tape as being 
one of the main obstacles to their 
success. 

Ms Chambers said this was not 
surprising as the rules for 
employing staff, paying taxes, and 
transporting goods were not sim¬ 
ple. 

“The local government planning 
framework for businesses in the 
south east is a minefield and can 
lead to costly delays,” she said. 

“Government needs to do more 
to make it easier for our business¬ 
es to compete on a level playing 
field with the rest of Europe, 
whilst increases in hidden taxa¬ 
tion like rises in fuel duty need to 
be minimised.”

Staff had been awaiting the announcement 
of the sprint team to compete in the event 
after all the riders were given a trial last week. 
The Ashford rider joins Chris Hoy, Jason 
Kenny, Matt Crompton and Ross Edgar in the 
squad to do battle against the rest of the world 
at the Manchester Velodrome. 

The 35-year-old has good memories of the 
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World Championship after picking up gold in 
the team sprint in 2002 and 2005. He also 
became keirin world champion in 2004. 

Staff told Yourashford: “I’m really excited, it 
will definitely be an advantage to have the 
home crowd cheering the British riders on. 
Once you get going there is nothing better 
than hearing the roar of the crowds. 

“I think the French squad will be the 
favourites in the team sprint competition but 
our training has been going really well.” 


The Great Britain team have still not 
announced the trio who will be racing at the 
Beijing Olympics this summer. Staff has 
admitted this year will be his last chance to 
finally complete his medal collection with an 
Olympic triumph. 

He added: “A good run at the World 
Championships would definitely put me in 
good stead ahead of this Olympic year. It real¬ 
ly is a chance to show the selectors what you 
can do. There is a lot of pressure, each rider is 
trying to do their best and get picked for the 
Olympics. The pressure in a way is good as it 
spurs me on.” 

The World Track Cycling Championships 
begin on March 26. 


New crash setback for Camier 



BRITISH Superbike young gun Leon Camier 
suffered a setback in his return to action from 
injury, when he crashed in the second 
Airwaves Ducati test in Spain. 

The Ashford-bom rider has been fighting to 
regain fitness after breaking his leg and pelvis 
in August during a race last season at Cadwell 
Park. The crash caused him to miss the last 
two remaining meetings of the season. 

However, this latest crash, which happened 
last Wednesday, has caused him to miss out on 
the final day of the test at the Calafat circuit 
near Barcelona. 

According to Camier, strong winds hindered 
his entry to the chicane and forced him to go 
over the handle bars, damaging his arm and 
shoulders. 

Camier said: “I am feeling all right, I have 
damaged the back of my arm and my shoulder 
but I don’t think it is too serious. I felt sore so 
I wasn’t able to go out and carry on.” 

Before the crash he had completed 124 laps 
of the Spanish track with team mate Shane 
Byrne. It was the Sheppey rider who set the 
fastest time of the test with a lap of 1:24.90. 


Camier added: “It was disappointing as 
before I crashed I had a bit of a breakthrough, 
I was getting quicker, feeling more confident 
and despite the wind I was pushing hard. On 
the whole it has been a good test and the bike 
is feeling more like my own now.” 


Camier believes he will be in the best shape 
possible when the British Superbike 
Championship begins at Brands Hatch on 
April 6. Before the meeting the Airwaves 
Ducati team will have a final shakedown run 
at Snetterton this weekend.
